(NJPA) the National Joint Powers Alliance, now know as Sourcewell, as member ID No. 31108,
which action, the Township Committee hereby acknowledges and approves; and

WHEREAS, Sourcewell is a regional organization of governments operating under the
laws of the State of Minnesota and is a political subdivision of the State of Minnesota; and

WHEREAS, the subject cooperative purchasing contract was awarded by Sourcewell to
P.L. Custom Body and Equipment Co., Inc. utilizing a competitive contracting process; and
